PROCREDINGS IN THE COLONTAL COURT

Tt will doubtless be remembered by fot » few 
of our readers that the Scottish Oriental Steam. 
ship Comoany's Hongkong-Bangkok ner Phra 
Chom Kilao, Capt. Fowler, arrived here on the 
15th altimo with the German steamer Rio, 
1,222 tons, Captain Davideen, In tow, and that 
the following stetement in reference thereto was
